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GRANTS OF $469,180 SUPPORT COTTON PRODUCTION RESEARCH 


BAKERSFIELD — Grants of 


$469,180 have been authorized - 


by the California Planting 
Cotton Seed distributors 


‘(CPCSD) in support of cotton - 
production research in the San . 


Joaquin valley by the USS. 
Department of Agriculture and 
the University of California. 
Bulk of the research funds are 
raised by assessments on 
planting cotton seed purchased 
by San Joaquin Valley growers 
from their non-profit 
organization, CPCSD. Tom 
Cherry, manager, said seed sales~ 
this year have totalled 17,200 


tons in 1973. This would 
indicate a cotton acreage 
increase greater than the 20% 
previously forecast by CPCSD 
for the six valley counties, 

Research allocations are 
concentrated in the areas of pest 
control, verticillium wilt studies, 
agronomic practices and 
engineering. Most allocations 
will permit a continuation of 
projects already underway by 
University specialists from the 
Berkeley, Davis and Riverside 
campuses. 

New projects in the 1974-75 
year will support studies of 


‘seedling disease, the fusarium 
wilt problem and the growth 
cycle of cotton under controlled 
environment. 

The largest figure, $258,000, 
goes as the growers’ contribution 
to the USDA Cotton Research 
station at Shafter, in Kern 
county. All three cottons 
currently approved for planting 
in the valley, SJ-1, SJ-2 and 
SJ-3, were developed through 
the Shafter breeding program. 

Other amounts listed are for 
the University’s Agricultural 


Extension. service, California 


Cotton Research council, 


Testing committee and the 
Eastside field laboratory in 
Tulare county. 

A new allocation is for a 
cotton field laboratory at 
Lemoore for use by the 
University in studies of 
verticillium wilt control through 
crop rotation and chemical 
applications to the soil.
